Tracing Slayer 


Thorough attention to details 
during a routine check-out of a 


| suspicious driver, and-his car by 


two Upland police officers. early 
| Wednesday morning was respons- 
ible for solving mysterious de- 
tails of the murder of a Navy 
youth near Fontana and appre- 
hension of the self-admitted slay- 
er, Sheriff Frank Bland said. 

Taken into custody early yes- 
terday at his home as he was in 
the act of burning blood stained 
\clothing was Jackie Joe Young, 
120, 189 E. Holt Blvd., Pomona, 
,Returned later to the Fontana 
|sheriff’s substation by Sheriff 
‘Bland and other arresting offic- 
lers, Young admitted beating the} 
‘young Navy man to death with| 
la limb from a eucalyptus tree, 
\Sheriff Bland said. 

“TIT went berserk,”’ Young told 
interrogating officers. 

He told officers he picked up 
the young sailor near Pomona 
about 11:30 p.m. Tuesday night 
and that it was between two and 
three a.m. when he clubbed the 
youth to death beside his parked 
car near the intersection of Sier- 
ra way and Highway 99 in Fon- 
tana. 

Sgt. John McCarthy and Offic- 
er Don Georges questioned 
Young at 3:30 a.m, when they 
accosted him west of Euclid Ave. 
on Foothill Blvd. Young was 
pushing his stalled, unlighted car 
at the time. 

“Thé man’s entire appearance 
was suspicious,’’ Sgt. McCarthy 
said. ‘“‘His clothing and car was 
bloodstained and a_ eucalyptus 
limb, covered with blood, was in 
the car. He told us he used it to 
kill two cats to account for the 
blood.”’ 

The Upland officers questioned 
him concerning the Navy sea- 
bag and suitcase in the car. ‘‘His 
stories were conflicting but we 
didn't have anything tangible to 





hold him on,’’ Sgt. McCarthy 
said. 
When the body of the Navy 


man was discovered early yes- 
terday near Fontana and the in- 
formation was. placed on police 
radio, Upland police contacted
